DETAILED ACTION 

In view of the papers filed September 8, 2009, it has been found that this 
nonprovisional application, as filed, through error and without deceptive intent, 
improperly set forth the inventorship, and accordingly, this application has been 
corrected in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(a). The inventorship of this application has 
been changed by adding Adolf Schvartz as an inventor. 

Applicant has amended claims 1 and 3 and canceled claim 27. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-26 and 28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art fails to teach, in combination with all the limitations of claim 1 , that the weapon 
moving mechanism being in said combined configuration when said third link slides 
along said forth link and said four bar linkage forms a substantially quadrilateral 
geometric shape in combination with the weapon moving mechanism being in said 
static firing configuration, when said four bar linkage forms a substantially triangular 
geometric form.
